THE driverless pods were unveiled 
yesterday with vehicles expected 
on our streets by the middle of 
next year. 

It was the culmination of a project 
spanning three years by the 
government’s Transport Systems 
Catapult, which is based in the city, 
and Milton Keynes Council. 

Around 40 driverless pods are 
expected in Milton Keynes by 2018, 
the first of which are scheduled by 
the middle of next year after more 
testing takes place. 

The pods were on display around 
Milton Keynes Central railway 
station yesterday, which was the 
first demonstration to take place 
with members of the public 
present. 

A rigorous testing procedure has 



taken place over the past few years 
and Neil Fulton, programme direc¬ 
tor at the Transport Systems 
Catapult, was proud to see the 
vehicles in the city in front of media 
from around the world. 

“This has been about the first trial 
of a driverless vehicle in a public 
space,” he said. “When I went to 
one of the pre-trials a woman was 
on her phone walking and didn’t 
notice the pod, and it stopped for 
her, which was a textbook scenario 
which we had been practising for. 


“This is an innovative and ambi¬ 
tious city and it wants to take on 
this kind of futuristic transport.” 

As well as the driverless pods, the 
UK Auto drive project, which Milton 
Keynes Council is a huge part of, 
will also see around a dozen driver¬ 
less cars tested in the city next year 
from some of the biggest car com¬ 
panies in the world, including Ford, 
Jaguar and Land Rover. 

It means that Milton Keynes is at 
the forefront of developing new 
methods of transportation. 

Brian Matthews, MK Council’s 
head of transport innovation, said: 

“It’s huge for the city and we need 
to think about how transport will 
serve the community in the future. 

“This sort of project gives us 
another string to our bow in Milton 
Keynes in looking at how the city 
can progress and not fall into the 
trap of getting clogged up with 
congestion.”

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ROAD closures were in effect 
around Cosgrove Hall on Friday 
and Saturday after a fire gutted 
the 18th century building. 

More than 50 firefighters 
tackled the large blaze at the 
country mansion in South 
Northamptonshire. 


Nobody was injured but the 
cause is still being investigated. 

Crews were called to the fire, 
near to the Milton Keynes border, 
at around 2pm. 

All roads leading into Cosgrove 
village from the A508 were closed 
by police, while the firefighters 


attended the scene. At 5pm, 
images showed the roof and 
upper level of the private eight- 
bed house, which is Grade II 
listed, engulfed in flames. 

But by 5.30pm - when the fire 
was finally put out - the whole 
hall had been gutted. 


Former tenant fined for sub-letting his council flat 


A FORMER Milton Keynes council 
tenant has been ordered to pay 
back more than £1,000 after being 
caught fraudulently sub-letting 
his flat. 

Thomas Mann, 46, formerly of 
Serpentine Court, Bletchley, 
appeared before city magistrates 


where he pleaded guilty under the 
Fraud Act 2006. 

He was given a compensation 
order of £910 and ordered to 
repay costs of £500, a total of 
£1,410. 

The matter was investigated 
after information was received by 


Milton Keynes Council that Mann 
was illegally sub-letting his 
council property. A council 
investigator established that 
Mann was no longer living at the 
property, but had taken deposits 
and rent payments via his bank 
account from a sub-tenant. 


Fourth most 
hacked city

MILTON Keynes is the fourth most 
hacked city in the United Kingdom, 
according to new research. 

Norton, the I.T company owned by 
Symantec, revealed which cities 
unwittingly played host to the most 
‘zombies’, also known as ‘bot’-infect- 
ed devices, such as PCs, Macs, smart¬ 
phones, tablets and connected home 
devices. 

Remotely controlled by cybercrimi¬ 
nals around the world, these infected 
devices are used to carry out attacks 
which aim to take down a company’s 
website, send spam, perpetrate click- 
fraud and many other acts of cyber¬ 
crime, often unbeknownst to the 
device’s owner. 

Available for hire in specialised 


forums and on the dark web, the larg¬ 
est botnets can connect millions of 
internet-enabled devices. 

The UK was the seventh most 
bot-infected country. 

“The size of a hot population can 
depend on many factors, but markets 
and cities where there has been a 
recent uptick in high-speed, internet 
connected devices certainly creates 
new, lucrative sources of bandwidth 
for cybercriminals to compromise,” 
said Nick Shaw, vice president and 
general manager at Norton. 

“But it’s not just infected PCs that are 
providing criminals with their robot 
army. 

“We’ve recently seen criminals mak¬ 
ing increasing use of mobile and home 
connected devices, or the Internet of 
Things (IoT), and Macs to strengthen 
their botnet ranks.”

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Store’s burgled 
for second time

A SHOP has been burgled for 
the second time this year. 

The Great Linford 
Convenience Store in St Leger 
Drive, Great Linford, was 
targeted by thieves in a raid 
on Thursday night which saw 
thousands of pounds worth of 
items stolen, including 
cigarettes and spirits. 

In April the shop was 
burgled when thieves came in 
through the roof. 

A spokesman from Thames 
Valley Police confirmed that 
the burglary occurred at 
around 11.45pm. 


Three offenders forced open 
metal shutters and then broke 
a pane of glass to enter the 
store. 

The burglars then stole 
the items, placing them into a 
bag, and fled the scene. 

CCTV is being reviewed, and 
house to house enquiries are 
being conducted. 

Owner of the family-run 
store Perathepan Natkunam 
said the future looks bleak 
and he has warned other shop 
owners to take care of their 
businesses. 

“This is a nightmare,” said 
Mr Natkunam. 

“It’s going to be hard for us 
to survive and I don’t know 


how we can keep this up. 

“Everyone is trying their 
best to find who did it but for 
me it has happened already 
and I don’t want someone else 
to have to go through this sort 
of thing. 

“It looks really dark for us in 
the future. 

“We have had to borrow 
money from friends and 
family to survive and it’s 
happened again.” 

It is believed that a different 
group of people is responsible 
on this occasion compared to 
the incident in April.

Remember heroes 


ONCE again this year on 
November 11 at 11am, people all 
across Milton Keynes and the 
nation will stop for two minutes to 
mark the moment 97 years ago 
when the guns fell silent in the 
First World War. 

Since that time the day has 
become a poignant time to 
remember people who have fallen 
in that and subsequent conflicts. 

The Royal British Legion, which 
does so much for those currently 
serving in the armed forces, 
ex-service men and women and 
their families, will, over the 
coming weeks, be doing a great 
deal to raise the profile and funds, 
including selling poppies. 

The poppy was the first plant to 
spring to life on the battlefields at 
the end of the First World War and 
were noted by the Canadian 
doctor John McCrae, who penned 
one of the most famous wartime 
poems after witnessing the sight 
of poppies on the battlefields of 
Flanders in 1915: 

“In Flanders fields poppies blow 

Between the crosses, row on 
row...” 

Since that time the poppy has 
been synonymous with fallen 
soldiers and is used worldwide as 
a demonstration of respect to men 
and women who made the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

On Remembrance Sunday 
(November 13), across the whole 
country, wreaths will be laid at 
memorials to the fallen, including 
in Milton Keynes. 


The city has many local centres 
with memorials where dignitaries, 
veterans, serving soldiers and 
ordinary people alike will meet to 
pay their respects. 

The Milton Keynes mayoralty 
will be represented at events in 
Wolverton, Newport Pagnell, 
Bletchley, NewBradwell and Stony 
Stratford. 

If you see poppies for sale, I 
would encourage you to make a 
donation and wear a poppy with 
pride to honour and support the 
brave men, women and their 
families who have sacrificed so 
much to defend the freedoms we 
all enjoy.

Our economy keeps rising 


MILTON Keynes’ economy 
performed strongly in the 
second quarter of 2016 with a 
new study revealing that it 
was the second fastest 
growing in the country in 
terms of economic output 
and employment growth. 

Law firm Irwin Mitchell’s 
latest UK Powerhouse report, 
which has been produced 
with the Centre for Economic 
and Business Research 
(Cebr), shows the city 
recorded a 2.7 per cent 
respective year-on-year rise 


in output in Q2 2016. The 
report, which attributed the 
city’s growth to its relatively 
high share of service and 
knowledge-based industries, 
valued the city’s economy at 
£10.3billion and placed it in 
second place according to 
employment growth with a 
3.4 per cent annual increase. 

It also predicts that the 
economy of Milton Keynes 
will grow by 19.1 per cent 
over the next ten years - 
making it the sixth fastest in 
the study - and that the 


number of people employed 
will go up by 3.7 per cent. 

Niall Baker, chief executive 
of Irwin Mitchell’s Business 
Legal Services team, said: 
“Like many other cities 
across the UK, the economy 
in Milton Keynes performed 
strongly in the second 
quarter of 2016. The political 
landscape remains very 
uncertain and all eyes will no 
doubt be on how our city 
economies performed in the 
three months after the 
referendum result.” 


Battle against 
homes goes on

RESIDENTS of a quiet devel¬ 
opment have been devastat¬ 
ed by a decision to allow 39 
houses to be built at the end 
of their road. 

Milton Keynes Council last 
week agreed Lodge Farm 
Estates’ plan to build the 
homes at the end of Penn 
Road in Fenny Stratford - at 
the third time of asking and 
despite no changes being 
made to the re-submitted 
application. 

Rosemary Smith, of Penn 
Road Residents’ Association, 
declared: “We are not giving 
up now. It was absolutely 


farcical. We are trying to get 
them to take it to public 
enquiry, but we need the 
support of five councillors. 

“If this doesn’t happen, we 
can still take it to the Secretary 
of State and possibly the Local 
Government Ombudsman. 
We are certainly taking advice 
to take this further.” 

Lodge Farm Estates’ first 
application was rejected by 
the council because the width 
of Penn Road - the access road 
- was inadequate; there was a 
reduction in the proportion of 
social housing to 21 per cent 
(Milton Keynes plan criteria is 
30 per cent), there was no 
Section 106 paperwork in 
place and the amount of 


houses exceeded the capacity 
of the site. 

Despite this, the same appli¬ 
cation was given the go-ahead 
by Milton Keynes Council’s 
development committee on 
Thursday. 

“We have been fighting this 
for five years,” said Mrs Smith. 
“It’s a tiny little road and they 
think they can get in here 
with big lorries - we don’t 
think so! They need to find 
another entrance - we know 
there is one around the back 
of the hotel.” 

The agreement also means 
residents lose their ‘village 
square’ which has been used 
for celebrations and charity 
fundraising.

Footbridge fear 
in crossing plan

A COUNCILLOR has 
expressed concerns over 
building a footbridge across 
one of the city’s busiest roads. 

Milton Keynes Council’s 
cabinet was due to discuss a 
proposal last night about the 
possibility of building a foot¬ 
bridge in Watling Street at the 
intersection with Millers Way. 

There is also a possibility of 
building an underpass on the 
same street at the inter¬ 
section with Barrosa Way in 
Whitehouse. 

Those are the two recom¬ 


mended options that were put 
before councillors, although 
other options included 
footbridges at both locations 
and the same for underpass¬ 
es. 

And while Cllr Robin 
Bradburn, whose ward 
includes where the crossings 
could go, accepts that some¬ 
thing needs to be done to 



improve safety on this busy 
road, he would prefer under¬ 
passes to be built in both 
locations. 

“I’m not overly keen on foot¬ 
bridges because one of the big 
problems is that it takes 
people miles away from the 
road to cross,” said Cllr 
Bradburn. 

“The temptation is there to 
cross the road rather than use 
the footbridge. 

“Whatever happens it will 
need to go to consultation 
and that needs to be as exten¬ 
sive as possible. 

“There has to be something 
there rather than nothing.”

The planning application 
put forward by Redrow 
Homes South Midlands is to 
build 86 houses and 72 car

The decision, which had 
been recommended for 
approval, was deferred in 


order to agree the Section

THE Milton Keynes YMCA is 
supporting a national 
campaign to improve aware¬ 
ness of mental health and 
homelessness. 

Both issues are hugely rele¬ 
vant to YMCA Milton Keynes 
which supports hundreds of 
young people who have 
experienced homelessness 
each year. Many of these 
young people also experience 
mental health issues. 

Chief executive of YMCA 
Milton Keynes, Simon Green 
said: “The experience of 
homelessness can affect 
mental health and mental 
health concerns can also lead 
to homelessness. Both issues 
can be stigmatised but are 
nothing to be ashamed of. We 
support many young people 
who suffer with these prob¬ 
lems but services are inade¬ 
quate and resources are 
reducing.” 

National YMCA research 
reveals more than one in 
three young people with 
mental health difficulties 
experience stigma. 

Ricky Oates, who is formerly 


homeless and a mental health 
service user, and who lived at 
YMCA Milton Keynes for 14 
months, has experienced this 
stigma first hand. 

He said: “People say horri¬ 
ble things but while at YMCA 
Milton Keynes I felt safe and 
didn’t have to worry about 
stigma around my mental 
health problems.” 

YMCA Milton Keynes is also 
supporting a major new 
mental health awareness 
campaign #IAMWHOLE - an 


anti-stigma project run by 
the NHS in partnership with 
YMCA. 

The aim is to challenge 
harmful language used to 
describe mental health diffi¬ 
culties and ask for help from 
friends, parents, teachers, 
GPs or youth workers. 

It also wants people to show 
backing for the #IAMWHOLE 
movement on social media by 
posting ‘circle on hand’ 
selfies in support of the anti¬ 
stigma message.

WHEN you think of prison, 
most people think about 
how it is portrayed in televi¬ 
sion programmes such as 
Porridge or Prison Break, 
but the reality is far differ¬ 
ent. 

OneMK was given exclusive 
access to Woodhill Prison on 
Friday as we met some of the 
staff that help keep society 
safe. And rather than it being 
about just locking up prison-

ers, the amount of work the 
staff do with the people who 
are behind bars is incredible. 

Malcolm Rogers, who used 
to be on the wings but now 
works on the gatehouse, tells 
prisoners that they should 
treat their time in jail as an 
opportunity. 

“While you’re here, try to 
make sure you get out of this 
place with a profit,” Malcolm, 
65, tells prisoners. 

“Some people can get out of 
here having done really well 
with their education or 
whatever else they may do.” 

Woodhill Prison has been 
in the news a lot over the past 
year or so following a spate of 
hangings, and staff admitted 
that any death hits them all 
hard. But they also say that 
they have saved a lot of lives 
as well. 

Shanice Jimenez, 20, works 
in operational support at 
Woodhill, and she says it is 
tough when deaths occur. 

“The good things are things 
that don’t get recognised and 
staff save lives. Everyone is 
working together to make a 
difference and it’s easy to 
knock the prison. 

“Even if you just have 20 
seconds with them that 
matters and it might be 
making all the difference. It’s 
awful when you have spent 
your time with them and that 
has an effect on staff as much 
as it does other people.” 


Malcolm added “If you have 
been working with someone 
when they’ve got a problem 
and something happens it 
feels like you’ve been hit over 
the head with a mallet. 

“You question yourself and 
ask ‘what could I have 
done?”’ 

Nicky Marfleet, the deputy 
governor at Woodhill, added: 
“Nobody is harder on 
ourselves than us. 

“There is no one answer 
and with deaths it absolutely 
has affected people deeply.” 

What is striking is the 
camaraderie that exists 
among staff and it is some¬ 
thing Malcolm enjoyed so 
much that it brought him 
back after retiring. 

“I didn’t want to leave and I 
love it here. 

“I love the staff and we have 
a great laugh. 

“The job is demanding at 
times but we also have a 
great deal of support from 
each other.” 

Shanice works a week of 
nights, which is from 8.45pm 
until 7.45am, and then has a 
week off. 

She says this suits her right 
down to the ground as she is 
a keen footballer. 

It’s why Nicky believes that 
a career in the prison service 
is a massive benefit to 
people. 

“This is a vocation, I love it 
and I think I can make a

A CRICKETING craze that 
has been taking the world by 
storm for more than 30 years 
arrived in Milton Keynes as 
Bletchley Leisure Centre 
launched its new tapeball 
sessions.

THE grow your own garden is 
busy in October with the har¬ 
vesting of fruit and vegetables to 
store for the winter months. 

Pumpkins are very popular this 
month for making soups and 
pies, as well as great decorations. 

Spring cabbage can be planted 
ready to harvest in the new year. 
Crowns of rhubarb can be lifted, 
divided and replanted if they are 
very old clumps losing vigour. 

Spring bedding can now be 
planted for a bright colourful 
show early in the new year. 
Wallflowers are generally found 
for sale bare-root and should be 


Once the first frost has come 
on the dahlia and canna, these 
can then be lifted and stored 
in a dry frost free location until 
planting out next year. 

October is normally the last 
chance to cut the lawn and trim 
any evergreen hedges 
before the winter months. 

Lawns can be renovated via 
raking and aerating them to 
avoid compaction, feed with a 
low nitrogen granular autumn 
feed to strengthen them for 
winter. New lawns can also be 
created using either seed or turf 
this month.

For added interest under plant 
these bedding plants with spring 
bulbs, there are many types of 
tulip and narcissus to give height 
and colour to your display. 


Before winter takes hold 
trim back any cottage garden 
perennials that have finished and 
died back, as well as taking the 
top third/quarter off your rose 
bushes to stop them rocking 
around in the winter months.

Home to a romantic page turner 



AUTHOR Catherine Cookson 
was not only one of the UK’s 
most famous novelists but also 
an extraordinary rags-to-riches 
story. 

Born in 1906 to an alcoholic 
single mother in South Shields 
she left school at 14 to work first 
in service and then in a 
workhouse laundry before 
moving to a similar job in 
Hastings, East Sussex. There she 
scrimped and saved to buy a 
large Victorian house and later 
married a local teacher, Tom 
Cookson, with whom she tried 
unsuccessfully to have children. 

After several miscarriages and 
following a diagnosis of 
telangiectasia, a rare vascular 
disease, she began to suffer 
depression and to alleviate this, 
joined a local writers’ group in 
the town. 

Cookson published her first 
novel, Kate Hannigan, in 1950 
aged 44 and went on to write 
almost a hundred books in total, 
racking up global sales of more 
than 123 million books. 


After her first two titles had 
been published, the couple 
bought a stout but spacious 
four-bedroom 1930s detached 
house in St Helen’s, an upmarket 
suburb to the north of the town. 
It is now for sale at £1.1 million 
with agent PCM (01424 839111). 

They moved in on Guy Fawkes 
Day, 1954, despite being warned 
off the property by an agent and 


set about renovating it, 
including the garden, which had 
been used as a dump during the 
war. 

But as her and her husband’s 
health failed the couple moved 
back to Catherine’s north 
eastern homeland and a house in 
Jesmond, Newcastle. She died in 
1998 aged 91 followed two weeks 
later by Tom. 


The real Dallas home of 
JR, Bobby, Sue and Pam 



DO YOU remember when the 
nation obsessed about who shot 
JR? 

If so you’ll have been around 
during the 1980s and been a fan 
of US TV series Dallas, the most 
popular long-running soap opera 
of the decade. 

At its peak the programme 
was watched by 21.5 million 
people in Britain and 350 million 
around the world. 

Its plot followed the endless 
feuds between two rival Texas oil 
families and the show was 
famous for its cliff hangers, the 
most notorious of which took 
place in 1980. An episode in 
November that year finished 
with the mysterious shooting of 
key character J.R. Ewing, played 
by Larry Hagman. 

The whodunit sparked off an 
eight-month global media frenzy 
that spilled over into the UK 
with several newspapers 
dedicating column inches to the 


‘murder’. 

But the show was also known 
for its glamorous mansions in 
which the two families lived. 

And one of them is now for sale. 

It’s a 10,341 sq ft faux Georgian 
mansion in North Dallas with 4.3 
acres of gardens, for sale at 12.95 
million. But what many former 
Dallas fans might recognise are 
its interiors, which were used 
regularly in the soap. 


It has everything a vexed oil 
executive might want including 
five bedrooms, seven bathrooms, 
a panelled library, billiards 
room, elevator, media room, 
pool, spa and tennis court. And 
former US president George W 
Bush lives next door.

Audi offers new SUV range

THE brooding good looks of the 
Black Edition models that have 
been mainstays of the Audi A4, A5, 
A6 and A7 Sportback ranges have 
inspired a new Q3 Black Edition that 
spearheads a wholesale update of 
Audi’s compact SUV line-up. 

The new top flight Q3 and the 
even better equipped versions 
that sit below it will become 
available later this month priced 
from £26,600, and will reach the 
first customers towards the end 


of the year. 

At entry level the SE trim level 
now becomes Sport through 
the addition of SD navigation as 
standard and through styling 
enhancements that lend an even 
more purposeful air, including 
larger front air vents and a body- 
coloured front diffuser. 

S line Navigation models become 
S line Edition by gaining standard 
interior features such as cruise 


control and the Audi Parking 
System Plus, and by adopting a new 
look for the front end, which now 
incorporates a distinctive horizontal 
strut spanning its full width, above 
which are air inlets with more 
pronounced surrounds and a new 
diamond-pattern mesh design. 

The main attraction in the range 
is now the Q3 Black Edition, which 
stays true to the concept introduced 
elsewhere in the Audi range. 


Replacing the S line plus model, it 
builds on that version’s extensive 
specification with features such 
as standard metallic paint, privacy 
glass from the door pillar rearwards 
and a Bose sound system upgrade, 
but its key point of differentiation 
is a distinctive black treatment for 
many of its parts. 

These start in the cabin with 
piano black inlays, and continue 
outside to take in everything from 
the 19-inch alloy wheels, wheel 
arch cappings and Single Frame 
grille surround to the roof rails, 
rear spoiler and tailpipes, all of 
which are finished in gloss black. 
Under the skin, two TDI diesel 
and two TFSI petrol engines 
are available, depending on the 
chosen specification. 

The 1.4-litre TFSI with cylinder- 
on-demand technology brings 
150bhp and the option of either 
manual or S tronic twin-clutch 
automatic transmission. 

It gives the front-wheel-driven Q3 
1.4 TFSI a 0-62mph sprint time 
of as little as 8.9 seconds, but 
also 51.4mpg capability (manual) 
based on the combined cycle test. 
Above it in the petrol line-up is 
a 2.0-litre TFSI unit with 180bhp, 
which can be linked to either 
manual or S tronic transmission 
and works with quattro all-wheel- 
drive without exception. 

Forming the diesel contingent are 
two four-cylinder, 2.0-litre TDIs with 
outputs of 150bhp and 184bhp.The 
150bhp version has the potential 
to return up to 62.8mpg with a C02 
output of just 117g/km.

Skoda Octavia 
Scout Estate

SKODA faces a tough task with the Octavia Scout 
Estate. 

It has to convince bright young things who need a 
motor practical enough to handle the school run and 
cool enough to take to the beach or mountaintop, not 
to choose one of the many SUV crossover models 
currently more popular than Ant and Dec. 

The Czech motor manufacturer’s response is a quality 
offering that can take on the SUV hordes and strike a 
blow for tradition. 

For this Scout is no boy, but rather a tough all-action 
hero featuring four-wheel drive and a raised ride 
height - giving genuine off-road capability - as well as 
a cave-like bootspace capable of accommodating the 
most outward bound of families. 

The Haldex-5 all-wheel drive system and multi-mode 
drive control give the estate the tools to live up to its 
name making it comfortable in the countryside and 
prepared for anything. 

That’s not to say it is rough on the road or expensive 
to run as under normal conditions front-wheel drive is 
employed - so saving fuel - with the estate civilised to 
drive both around town and on the motorway despite 
its rugged appearance. 

When conditions worsen though, the clever electronics 
recognise when grip is being lost and send power to 
the rear wheels to increase traction with wheelspin 
kept to a minimum. 

The Scout sits more than an inch higher than the 
nomal Octavia Estate and is fitted with underbody 
armour and added protection around the wheel 
arches as well as chunky front and rear skid plates. 
Other styling clues to its off-road pretensions 
include black plastic trim for the sills, bumpers and 
wheelarches while silver roof rails and splashes of 
chrome give it an upmarket feel. 


The cumulative effect of this is to make the Scout 
visually impressive with a ready-for-anything attitude. 
The interior is similarly no-nonsense with a simple 
layout featuring all mod cons such as climate control 
and satellite navigation. 

Creature comforts such as alcatara and leather 
upholstery featuring Scout logos are included, as are 
tinted rear windows. 

The likes of 17-inch alloys and lane departure warning 
systems also make a welcome appearance on the 
standard issue list with optional extras including front 
and rear parking sensors at £350, heated front seats 
at £250 and an advanced connectivity system which 
includes wi-fi and a full colour trip computer display 
costing £1,050. 

There’s plenty of room to get comfortable front and 
back while luggage space starts at 590 litres with all 
the seats in use expanding to 1,580 when the rear ones 
are folded. 

Driven by the less powerful of the 2.0-litre diesel 
engines available - there’s also a 184ps version - the 
car I drove was nevertheless no slouch with 62mph hit 
from a standing start in a shade over nine seconds on 
the way to a top speed of 129mph with the help of a 
slick six-speed manual gearbox. 

In the battle with the all-conquering crossovers the 
Scout does inflict substantial damage when it comes 
to running costs as it boasts a fuel economy figure of 
58.9mpg and emissions of 125g/km. 

In the real world the Scout was getting about 50 to 
the gallon which is pretty good for what is a big motor 
boasting a 1.8-tonne towing capacity. 

It all adds up to a family-friendly package that is well 
kitted out and able to handle the mud when required.

MANY of us take to the road with our pets and if we are lucky enough might even have a place for them at our desks. But 
much as we love them, now and again our furry friends can pose a few challenges when we’re driving.

First of all try not to 
feed your pet right before you leave or when you’re on the road, but do keep a supply of their favourite biscuits or treats so 
you can stay in control.. Keep your pets out of the front seat and off your lap. You never know when your pet might react to 
something they think is interesting outside the car. Ideally dogs should be behind a guard or correctly strapped in in the back 
seat. Cats or smaller creatures should be in an appropriately secured carrier. Leaving your pet alone in the car, no matter 
what the temperature might feel like outside, is a big no. Try to take along familiar toys and bedding to provide a relaxed 
setting. Don’t change up the menu! A sudden switch in your pet’s food before the journey can upset them (and their 
stomach!). Take water and a bowl with you to keep your favourite companion well hydrated and take frequent stops for 
exercise and calls of nature. Keep a supply of poo bags in the car just in case. Don’t let your pet stick its head out of the 
window. Dog’s eyes were never designed to travel at 60mph! Follow these guidelines and all onboard should be fine. 


MATING DEER 
WARNING TO DRIVERS

ROAD safety organisation GEM Motoring 
Assist is advising drivers to take extra care 
in areas where deer are common, as their 
breeding season gets underway. 

The coming weeks mean deer are more 
mobile than usual, bringing them onto 
roads and increasing the risk of collisions. 
The human death toll from deer collisions 
ranges between 10 and 20 annually, and 
industry estimates put the cost of damage 
to vehicles alone to be at least £17 million. 
Estimates indicate that up to 75,000 deer 
are killed each year in road collisions. 
GEM road safety officer Neil Worth 
says: “We encourage drivers to be extra 
observant, especially as the mornings and 
evenings get darker. Be ready to take 
appropriate avoiding action if you come 
across a deer on the road ahead. 



“Periods of highest deer activity tend 
to occur at dawn and dusk, coinciding 
with the morning and evening rush hour, 
increasing collision risks in areas where 
deer are common.” 

Experts believe the UK deer population 
numbers more than two million, and 
research from the RSPCA shows around 
75,000 deer are involved in vehicle collisions 
each year, with 10,000 killed instantly. 


TYRED LADIES CAN BE FOXY 



WOMEN motorists are being given the chance to 
become FOXY ladies this month. All they need 
to do is get their car tyres checked and given the 
thumbs up by a FOXY Lady Approved garage 
or tyre centre during October.

THE UK new car market remained 
steady in September, rising 1.6 per 
cent, according to the latest figures from 
the Society of Motor Manufacturers 
and Traders. 

In total 469,696 cars were registered, 
as buyers purchased the new 66-plate. 
The performance marks the highest 
figures for September on record, while 
the total number of cars registered so 
far this year also grew to 2,150,495 
units - up 2.6 per cent compared with 
the same period last year. 

It is only the second time that the 
two million mark has been passed in 
September since 2004. 


Biggest seller was the Ford Focus with 
19,769 sales followed by the Vauxhall 
Corsa at 14,570. 

Fleet registrations continued to 
drive growth, up 7.3 per cent, while 
registrations to private motorists 
experienced a small decline, down -1.7 
per cent to 223,844 units in the month. 
Meanwhile, diesel registrations rose 2.8 
per cent as petrol’s declined -1.1 per 
cent. 

Alternatively fueled vehicles continued 
to outpace the market, up 32.6 per 
cent against the same month last year 
with a market share of 3.4 per cent.

While struggling on home soil, Dons 
have won their last two away games, 
and the boss said if they can replicate 
that at stadiummk, the debate about 
the home form would end. 


“I’ll sell my soul to anybody to get a 
result,” he said. 

“It’s been a real difficult time, for me, 
the fans and the players but all I can 
say is the players’ motivation and 
determination to put this right is far 
greater than ever. 

“It’s a big week, it’s a big seven days, 
after [Scunthorpe] we get the chance 
to have two home games on the spin, 
and that’ll be nice to see if we can do 
something, get six points it’s forgotten. 

“I think it’s building with momen¬ 
tum, performances are certainly there, 
let’s not lose those qualities and let’s 
keep our front foot going forward. 

“Next two away games are tough, 
Scunthorpe and Sheffield United, but 
we’ll accept the challenge, we’ll walk 
the gauntlet as we always do and we’ll 


take the criticism and the praise. 

“There’s going to be a lot of praise 
coming to this club very shortly, lots of 
plaudits, lots of taps on the back and 
we have to be gracious when they 
come along.” 

Dons are currently 12th in League 
One, but are only three points outside 
the play-offs, and Robinson retains 
belief that his side can be promoted. 

“We still believe in ourselves, there’s 
a long way, three quarters of the 
season to go in league games and I 
think this year is going to be very close. 

“The last two home games, two of the 
top five came here and it could have 
been four or five the other way, it 
wasn’t to be but when you look at that 
it gives us tremendous belief to go and 
achieve something.” 


I Max closes the door to gain 

another podium in Japan

MAX Verstappen held off 
Lewis Hamilton to claim 
second in Sunday's Japanese 
Grand Prix, securing a 
podium finish for Tilbrook- 
based Red Bull Racing for the 
third successive race. 

Nico Rosberg took a 
dominant victory at Suzuka, 
but Verstappen, who started 
third on the grid, took 
advantage of Hamilton's poor 
getaway and was able to 
maintain second throughout 
the race. Team-mate Daniel 
Ricciardo, who won the 
previous race in Malaysia, 
started fourth but lost 
ground having to go round 
Hamilton in front of him at 
the start, and eventually 


finished sixth behind the two 
Ferraris. 

It was Verstappen's sixth 
visit to the podium in 2016, 
but it wasn't without 
controversy as Hamilton and 
Mercedes complained about 
the young Belgium's 
defensive tactics late in the 
race. 

Mercedes initially put in an 
official complaint to the race 
stewards, only to later 
withdraw it. 

Verstappen said: “I knew he 
was going to catch me, into 
the last chicane I saw him 
coming in my mirrors so I 
defended my position, this 
allowed me to hang on for 
the second place.''
